NEW YORK (UPL—American 
flag luxury liners follow fast de­ 
parting tankers and merchantmen 
to sea today, but ashore the com­ 
plex maritime dispute remained 
as tangled as ever.

JERUSALEM, Israel (UPI) - 
Israel sought to assure the world 
today that its rocket program was 
not a weapon pointed at the 
throats of its Arab neighbors. 
Prime Minister David Ben-Gur- 
ion took pains to stress that the 
rocket launched Wednesday — Is­ 
rael’s first successful one — was 
for purely scientific purposes and 
has “no military aim .’- 
Nevertheless, the news wa* ex­ 
i t e d to evoke sharp reaction 
from the United Arab Republic 
and other Arab countries which 
already are upset at Israel pro­ 
ducing a second nuclear reactor 
in the Negev Desert. 
Ben-Gurion was asked whether 
the three-stage, solid fuel rocket 
would have strategic implications 
in Middle East affairs. 
“This is definitely not a mili­ 
tary m atter,” he replied. 
He said the rocket, named Sha- 
vit II, was sent 45 miles into the 
air to “explore the various layers 
in the atmosphere in connection 
with the International Geophysical 
Year ” 
Israelis were intensely proud of 
the fact that this young nation 
had become the seventh country 
in the world to join the space 
race
